Statcnwnt of satires for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the 6th May, 1988. al about 1545 hours, Shri Kirpal 
Singh, Deputy Superintendent of Police, 20 Battalion, Cen¬ 
tral Reserve Police Force got information about the move¬ 
ment of tenorists in a nearby farm house. Shri Kitpal Singh 
immediately with a section of Central Reserve Police Force 
(including 1 . Nuifc Sadashiv Singh, Constable Mohd, Khalil, 
Constable Bhoop Singh and Constable Shakti Singh) along- 
with Inspector Gurmcet Singh, SHO Rajpura, moved towards 
the Bannur-Ambala Road. Shri Kirpal Singh after briefing 
his men, moved towards the farm house. As they reached 
the Firm house, they were informed by a farm labourer that 
on seeing the force the terrorists have sneaked to the next 
tube-well. On reaching the next tube-well they found an 
abandoned Rujdool Motor Cycle, one loaded .38 revolver 
with 6 rounds and a satchel containing KCF literature. As 
Shri Kirpal Singh vvas making further reappraisal of the 
situation, he saw one suspicious Sikh youth running in the 
opposite direction. Shri Kirpnl Singh directed SHO, Rajpura, 
alongwith other personnel to chase him and he alongwith 
his section moved to cut off the escape route of the terrorists 
towards Bannur. While searching the fields, they heard firing 
from the direction in which the SHO, Rajpura had gone. 
They rushed towards the llannur-Rajpura flank to cut oil 
their escape route and to engage the teirorisls from the 
village side. 

T./Naik Sadashiv Singh, who was carrying a IMG was 
ordered to cover the move of the raiding party. He along¬ 
with Constables Mohd. Khalil, Bhoop Singh, Shakti Singh, 
took advantage of every opportunity and exchanged fire with 
fleeing terrorists, who while running fired heavily from their 
AK-47 Chinese rifles on the police party. l./Naik Sadashiv 
Singh and Constable Mohd. Khalil chased the terrorists for 
about 5 kilometres and forced the terrorists to move towards 
Jangpura drain. The terrorists were then surrounded in a 
semi-circle by S/Shri Kirpal Singh, Sadashiv Singh, Mohd. 
Khalil, Bhoop Singh and Shakti Singh. In order to get an 
advantage over the terrorists they crawled for at least 50 
metres under heavy firing by the terrorists. They managed 
to reach near the terroiists’ vantage positions. The police 
parly was now faced with a do or die situation. In order 
to draw the lire of the tenorists and pin-point their position, 
Shri Kirpal Singh asked Constable Bhoop Singh to move 
forward from his position. As Constables Bhoop Singh left 
his position and moved slowly and tactically forward, (he 
terrorists opened fire on him and pinned him down. The 
remaining police party, already alert and watchful, returned 
die tire on the terrorist^ hideout. One of the iiijuied ter, 
tuiisl. 1 , however, was able to fnc one lonud on Constable 
Bhoop Singh which luckily missed him. Before the terrorist 
could fire again, Constable Mohd. Khalil in quick action 
shot the terrorist dead. The Police party on reaching the

spot found two Sikb youths dead with bullet injuries and 
with AK-47 Chinese rifles in their hands. 

On search of the area two AK-47 Chinese assault rifles and 
about 200 fired and 1019 live rounds of AK-47 were re. 
covered The dead terrorists were later identified as Daljindcr 
Singh and Balwindcr Singh who were involved many killings 
and terrorists’ acts. 

In this encounter Shri Kirpal Singh, Deputy Superintendent 
of Police, Shri Sadashiv Singh, Lance Nnik, Shri Bhoop 
Singh. Constable, Shri Mohd, Khalil, Constable and Shri 
Shakii Singh, Constable displayed conspicuous gallantry, 
courage and devotion lo duty of a high order.

Constable I.achhman Dass was also hit in the neck. At this

On receipt of an information on the intervening night of 
16th/17th July, 1988 that one Varinder Pal Singh, an extre¬ 
mist, recently released on bail, was putting up along with some 
armed extremists in House No. 2195/1, Sector 45 B, Chandi- 
arh, a raiding partly headed by Shri Sudhir Mohan. Deputy 
uperintendent of Police, reached the place of hiding and 
took position. Inspector Jagjit Singh was also In the party. 


The Police party found the house bolted from inside and 
after taking due precaution rung the door bell and the door 
was opened by Varindcr Pal Singh. 

On interrogation, Varinder Pal Singh denied to have kept 
the armed terrorists in his house. During the search no in¬ 
criminating evidence was found except that one room was 
locked. On being asked, Varinder Pal Singh told that he had 
sub-let the room. With a view to check the room, the raidnig 
party broke the lock. Inspector Jagjit Singh was the first to 
enter the room and found three terrorists, one of them hold¬ 
ing an AK-47 rifle. As soon as the terrorist tried to open 
hie, Inspector Jagjit Singh Jumped lorwaid to snatch the riffle 
to save other policnien from being massacred but the terrorist 
opened tire killing him on the spot. In the meantime, other 
policemen took defensive position. In the melee Varinder Pal 
Singh also joiried the terrorists and under the cover of fire 
and darkness, the terrorist escaped through the window. The 
Police party returned the fire and chased the fleeing terrorists 
for about half a kilometre. The firing from both sides lasted 
for about 15—20 minutes. In the exchange of fire three 
terrorists wero killed and one escaped with AK.-47 rifle. 

In this cneoimter, Shri Jagjit Singh, Inspector of Police, 
displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty 
of a high order.

On the 17th October, 1987, Shri Bhagat Singh, Commandant, 

11th Battalion. Central Reserve Police Force received infor¬ 
mation that about 25 kilometres from the Battalion Head¬ 
quarters a dreaded terrorist Jasbir Singh alias Lally was 
hibernating in the urea of Village Harkhowal, Police Station 
Sndar Hoshiarpur. Shri Bhagat Singh after quick briefing to 
his men decided to launch an offensive resolutely on the hide¬ 
out to apprehend the terrorist. He formed a party of fourteen 
officers and men and left in two jeeps for the operation. 

Shri Bhagat Singh had a quick appraisal of situation and 
topography before entering village Pandori Bibi. While still 
on wheels, he spotted two sikh youths coming from oppo¬ 
site direction on a scooter. Shri Bhagat Singh felt that they 
were the wanted armed terrorists and after observing all tac¬ 
tical precautions he challenged them to stop. The scooter- 
borne terrorists suddenly fired at Shri Bhagat Singh. He 
immediately ducked and had a providential escape. Shri 
Bhagat Singh shouted to his party members and resorted to 
retaliatory firing at the terrorists. The terrorists abandoned 
the scooter, took vantage position and started indiscriminate 
firing. Naik Chhattar Singh, who was in the jeep with Shri 
Bhagat Singh jumped out of the vehicle, joined the fray 
and came to re-enforce the Commandant's action. Shri 
Bhagat Singh and Shri Chhattar Singh, pinned down the ter¬ 
rorists firing at them with their personal weapons. In the 
firing one of the terrorists died on the spot. 

The second vehicle also joined the first party keeping a 
safe distance. Con table/Driver B. B. Choubey of this vehicle, 
without caning for his personal safety, pounded upon the 
second terrorist, who was still firing with the sten-gun at the 
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first party. The terrorist was completely neutralised and over¬ 
powered in the melee dispossessing his sten-gun. In the mean¬ 
time, Nnik Ohhattar Singh fired a shot at the terrorist and 
killed hi(m on the spot. The dead extremists were later identi¬ 
fied as Jasbir Singh alius Lally, and Balwinder Singh alias 
Binda, Both the terrorists were involved in a number or 
murder and dacoity rases

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the 6th August, 1987, a Section of Commando Squad 
under the command of Sub-Inspector Ravinder Kumar Singh 
laid a special naka at about 0600 hours at Katra Dal Singh 
Chowk, behind Golden Temple Complex, Amritsar, for check¬ 
ing suspected persons as there was Information that some 
hardcore terrorists were present inside the Golden Temple 
Complex. 

At about 8.30 hours they intercepted two cyclists coming 
through the lane from Kaulsar market joining Katra Dal Singh 
Chowk. The cyclist tried to run away after leaving their 
cycles. The naka party chased the suspected persons for a 
long distance through the lanes in the market area. Constable 
Kuldeep Singh managed to catch hold of one of them from 
his back and grappled wjth him. In a bid to scare off thd 
Constable, the terrorist fired few shots from his pistol but the 
Constable tactically saved himself. Sub-Inspector Ravinder 
Kumar Singh and a Constable immediately rushed to the spot 
to rescue Shri Kuldeep Singh but in the meantime the terrorist 
managed to release himself. Seeing that the terrorist was 
about to shoot the Constable, Shri Ravinder Kumar Singh, 
without caring for his personal safety, fired from his pistol 
effectively and hit the terrorist who died on the spot. The 
timely and courageous action of Shri Ravinder Kumar Singh 
saved the life of the Constable.

(A) "An ‘ex-serviceman’ means a person who has served 
in any rank whether as a combatant or non-combatant In 
the Regular Army, Navy and Air Force of the Indian Union 

and 

(a) who retired from such service after earning his/ 1 
her pension; or 

(b) who has been released from such service on medi¬ 
cal grounds attributable to military service or 
circumstances beyond his control and awarded 
medical or other disability pension; or 

(c) who has been released, otherwise than on his own 
request, from such service as a result of reduction 
in establishment; or 

fd) who has been released from such service after com¬ 
pleting the specific period of engagements, other¬ 
wise than at his own request or by way of dis¬ 
missal or discharge on account of misconduct or 
inefficiency, and has been given a gratuity; and 
includes personnel of the Territorial Army of the 
following categories, namely :— 

(i) pension holders for continuous embodied 
service; 

(11) persons with disability attributable to military

(iil) gallantry award winners,” 

(B) “Physically Handicapped person” means an orthopaedi- 
cally handicapped person who has physical defect or defor¬ 
mity which causes an interference with the normal 
functioning of the bones, muscles and joints and blind or 
partially blind persons.” 

No scribe will be allowed to the physically handicapped 
and other categories of persons appearing in the examination. 

(C) Scheduled Castes/Tribes mean any of the Castes/ 
Tribes mentioned in the Constitution (Scheduled Castes) 
Order, 1950, the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes), Order, 
1950, ihe Constitution (Scheduled Castes) (Union Terri¬
